Henry J. Glynn Warbrook, Sidcup, 
Kent, pleaded guilty to forging, altering 
and uttering receipts for the counterfoils of 
a number of tickets in connection with the 
Irish llospitals’ Sweepstake on the Derby 
race, by which he intended to defraud A. 
W. Chastell and the Irish Hospitals’ Trust 
of various sums of money between April 
and June, 1932. 

The indictment contained seventeen counts, 
but when the accused man pleaded guilty to 
six of them, Mr. Maguire, K.C., who, with 
Mr. P. J. McEnery {instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor); prosecuted, entered a nolle 
prosequi on the other counts. 

Mr. 8. V. Kirwan, who, with Mr. J. M. 
Fitegerald, K.C, {instructed by . Messrs. 
Taylor, Son and Robinson), appeared for the 
defence, applied to the Court to defer 
sentence until the following day, when his 
leader expected to be able to attend. 

Judge Shannon acceded to the application, 
and suggested that he should hear something 
about the case.

Hanna on an exparte motion, he said that he 
could not be expected to set aside a rule of 
Court. Accordingly it was decided to bring 
the matter before a full High Court, and 
notice was served on the Attorney-General of 
an application for a declaration that the High 
Court and Supreme Court rules were in con- 
flict with the Constitution and ineffective, in- 
asmuch as they made a distinction between 
the status of the national language and the 
English language in the proceedings of the 
High Courts; and that nothing debarred the 
plaintiffs from obtaining judgment, although 
the originating summons was served in Irish 
only and without an English translation. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C:, and Mr. M. Lennon 
(instructed by Messrs, Little 0 hUadhaigh 
and Proud) appeared for the trustees of the 
Gaelic League; and Mr. T. O'Donnell (in- 
structed by the Chief State Solicitor) for the 
Attorney-General. 


ARTICLE 4. y 

The motion, in fact, said Mr. Gavan Duffy, 
was brought for the purpose of having Order 
29, Rule 5, of the High Court. Rules declared 
ultra vires, and, indeed, an insult to the 
national language. That rule required all 
documents and processes in the Irish language 
to be aceompanied by an English translation 
when served. The position of the language in 
the State was of such constitutional import- 
ance that the Constitution itself put it in the 
forefront. Thus the paramount importance 
of the question was settled by the Constitu- 
tion, under Article 4. That was done both as 
a necessary assertion of a national right, and 
on the principle that, if one had no language, 
it was not worth while having any country. 
“Gan teanga gan tir,” as it was said in 
Irish. It was_also done as a necessary re- 

udiation of the position taken up under the 

ritish régime. 

In 1905, continued Mr, Gayan Duffy, Patrick 
Pearse took up the case of a man from Dun- 
fanaghy, Co. Deasa! wie was convicted for 
EE his name in Irish on his cart. The 
Yourt held that the letters were not legible. 
Counsel then referred to Article 4, which said: 

“The national language of the Irish 
Free State (Saorstát Eireann) is the Irish 
language, but the English language shall 
be equally recognised as an official 
language. Nothing in this Article shall 
prevent special provisions being made by 
the Parliament of the Irish Free State 
(otherwise called and herein generally re- 
ferred to na the Oireachtas) for districts 
or areas in which one language is in 
general use,’’ 


TRANSLATION IN ENGLISH. 

In -the Irish text, said Mr. Gavan Duffy, 
it was even more emphatic. Js i an 
Ghaedhilg teanga náisiúnta Shaoratdit Eireann. 
By way of concession, the English language 
was equally recognised as an official language, 
but it Was given no privilege over the Irish 
language. e Trish language was national 
and official, and the English language merely 
had official recognition. He then referred to 
Article 2 of the Constitution and to the High 
Court rules now in question, and said that 
it ‘was reserved to the Oireachtas to make 
exceptional provisions. In the Circuit Court 
and District Court rules it was stated that 
either the national language or the English 
language might be used in the proceedings of 
the Court. aving dealt with the language 
position in two other bilingual countries— 
namely, Canada and South Africa—he sub- 
mitted that, on the wording of Article 4, the 
rule of the High Court was manifestly bad. 

“The rule,” he added, “ says we are not 
going to allow you to serve documents in the 
national language unless you accompany them 
with a translation in English. I say that is 
absolutely dead against Article 4."’ 

IRISH VERSION. 

Mr, ‘O’Dotinell said that Mr. Duffy 
endeavoured ta show that the rules did some- 
thing which, under the Constitution, they 
were not entitled to do; they placed the 
Trish language in a position inferior to the 


that the words in the Irish text were more 
emphatic than the English version, but 
counsel contended that there was no special 
emphasis on the words “ Ia í an Ghaedhilg 
teanga náisiúnta Shaorstdit Fireann." 

‘I do not see,” said Mr, O'Donnell, “' any 
difference between the use of the words made 
in Irish and English, and I cannot admit 
that, in the rules, there was any special 
insult towards the Irish language. We all 
know that both in the Gaeltacht and in the 
non-Gaeltacht Irish and English are spoken; 
Irish, I am sorry to say, to a small extent, 
even in the Gaeltacht, and English is spoken 
throughout the country.” 

Mr. O’Donnell submitted that there was no 
conflict whatever, that the rules were not 
ultra vires, and that they. complied «iully 
with Article 4 of the Constitution. 

Mr. Lennon disagreed with Mr. O’Donnell’s 
explanation of the words in the Irish text 
of Article 4 of the Constitution. He sub- 
mitted that the Irish version was the more 
emphatic of the two, . If he initiated a 
process in Trish, why should he, or his clerk, 
go to some office or other for a translation 
merely because he stated it in Irish? That 
was a practical inconvenience to him. 

‘* The Court,” Mr. Lennon said, ‘‘ must 
construe the meaning of the national 
OF It is something moro than official, 
and English gets in through a loophole.

Cransport a La MM ode. 


While walking from Ashford to Wicklow 
the other day, I came across a form of 
transport which in some respects repre- 
sents an even greater mirac® than the 
advance of flying. As I was trudging 
along the road—it was a glorious morning 
—I heard from behind me a most curious 
noise. At first I thought it was a par- 
ticularly wheezy push-bicycle, then an 


asthmatic motor car; but as I was trying 


to make up my mind as to its origin half- 
a-dozen youths flashed past me on roller 
skates. They were making considerable 
speed, even on the uphill portions of the 
road, while travelling downhill they sat 
comfortably on their “ hunkers,’’ as we 
used to slide when we were children. Could 
there be a greater tribute to the trans- 
formation that has taken place in the Irish 
roads during recent years? Imagine try- 
ing to roller-skate along an Irish country 
highway just before the War. It was as 
much as the ordinary person could do to 
push a bicycle along it. We have roads 
to-day that are as good as any in the world, 
and one can foresee the time when school- 
children will use roller skates as their 
normal form of transport to and from their 
homes. 


Wicklow s Gardens. 


County Wicklow in this weather is as 
close to perfection as one is likely to get. 
The trees are well on the turn, and the 
country round the Devil’s Glen is wonder- 
Walpole’s Garden, with 
its wealth of tropical vegetation, might be 
in the South of Spain, and budding roses 
in the cottage gardens round about give the 
lie to the calendar. Hunter's Garden, 
also, is looking particularly well just now. 
I watched it for about an hour the other 
night. Nothing is lovelier than a well- 
kept garden in the moonlight. Colours 
soften, and the stillness of an autumn 
night creates an atmosphere of almost 
ethereal beauty. There was a time not so 
many years ago when this part of County 
Wicklow was a haven of retreat from the 
world of Dublin. Now the motor car has 
brought it almost to our door-step; and 
while it is all to the good that Dubliners 
should get away from the city, some of the 
old habitués mourn the days when a bottle 
of port in the summer-house at the bottom 
of that particular garden could be enjoyed 
in perfect solitude of a summer’s night. 


For the Sportsman. 


While on the subject of Eastern Wick- 
low, I am reminded that there is plenty 
of sport to be had in this part of Ireland. 
There are good fish in the Murragh River, 
and in the marshy country behind Jack’s 
Hole and Brittas Bay any amount of snipe 
and duck are to be found. The shooting 
this year has been fairly good, I under- 
stand ; but, strangely enough, there seems 
to be a dearth of pheasants. A man 
whom I know who has a shoot in the Rath- 
new neighbourhood told me the other day 
that a party of ten guns shot only ten 
pheasants between them. I always have 
thought, however, that pheasant shooting 
is not much fun. If you want real sport, 
go after snipe in the West of Ireland, 
where the birds are strong and wilier than 
any fox. I once saw a parson friend of 
mine getting fifteen snipe with fifteen 
shots. My bag was four, and I would be 
ashamed to admit my expenditure of 
ammunition. 


Longevity. 


I see that there has been a revival of 
the old discussion as to why some people, 
rather than others, manage to live for 
more than a century. It is curious that 
the most diverse reasons are often given 
by the centenarians themselves. They 
seldom agree, and, indeed, most of the 
very old people that I have met looked 
as if they were just alive, and no more, 
while some of them had been bed-ridden 
for many years. A more interesting 
question, to my mind, is—What is the 
greatest age to which a man or woman 
cali maintain his, or her, full faculties 


aud capacity for work? Charles Mack- 
lin, for instance, played Shylock at the 
age of 100, and it very well, but two 
or three years later he became a dutard, 
end remained more or less in that con- 
dition till his death at 107. 


The Pensioner’s Father. 


The most. remarkable instance of a man 
who combined great age with full physica! 
and mental vigour that I have ever known 
was provided by a Donegal farmer, who 
died early this year at the age of 98. Up 
to a week hefore his death this man had 
been doing hard manual] work on his farm, 
but a long journey to and from a fair on 
a stormy day proved his undoing. As 4 
young man I have heard that there was 
none who could compete with him in feats 
of strength, and to the last his great 
height and massive frame stili gave the 
impression of physical power. During a 
conversation I had with him last year he 
remarked that death would beat him in 
the end, but he would never give in to 
old age. The farm was virtually a one- 
man show. Two of his sons were working 
in America, but the third and eldest, who 
lived with him. was of little use in the 
family owing to rheumatism. ‘‘ Indeed,”’ 
the father explained, “ he was never much 
of a worker anyway, and since he got the 
sc age pension he just likes to sit by the 

re.’ 


é anishing Customs. 


During a recent visit to the country 
districts in South-West Ireland I noted 
the passing of many customs which once 
had their places in the accepted lives of 
the people. The ancient habit, for 
instance, of tipping at dinner-time »° 
large iron pot, full of steaming potatoes 
boiled “in their jackets’’ on the cloth- 
covered table, is no longer observed. To- 
day, even in the smallest cottage, a large 
china dish is taken from the dresser at 
meal-time to contain the gargantuan feast 
In many of the larger farmhouses, too, 
modern kitchen ranges fill the once open 
hearth, and in most of the smaller home- 
steads coal is being used either in the 
place of, or mixed with, the traditional 
turf. One result of the increasing use of 
this unusual fuel is that many farmers’ 
wives have ceased to hake, and rely wholly 
upon the less nutritious ‘“‘ baker’s loaf.’’ 
Another break with tradition upon the 
part of the women is the discarding of 
the hood-cloak, that traditional and 
picturesoue garment peculiar to County 
Cork. If one wishes to see these and other 
vanishing customs and practices, it is to 
the lonely farmhouses, hidden deep in 
remote valleys or clinging to hleak 
mountain sides, that one should go. Here 
in many a dim kitchen. where little bags 
of dandelions and wild sage still hang 
from the smoke-darkened rafters as a 
ready remedy against colds, and where 
the “ woman of the house,” with the aid 
of ‘‘kippins’’—little twigs and bits of 
furze bushes—still bakes a generous cake 
fit to shame a housewife with three ricks 
of turf in her yard, one may yet find life 
being lived as it was half a century ago. 


Landmark to Disappear. 


As one views Dublin from its surround- 
ing mountains and seaside suburbs, certain 
buildings and other structures stand out 
in prominence. Until thirty years ago 
Guinness’s Grain Stores, beside the Grand 
Canal at James’s street, stood out by it- 
self from the landscape. Then came the 
big twin-steel Tramway chimneys at Rings- 
end, and the one-hundred-ton Port and’ 
Docks crane at the North Wall, followed 
in more recent years by the huge concrete 
monolith of the Merchants’ Wesshense 
Company’s big grain silo. Now comes the 
news that ofie of these features of the 
landscape is doomed to disappearance. 
The Tramways Company, now taking its 
supply of current from the Shannon 
Scheme, has no further use for its two- 
hundred-feet-high chimneys at Ringsend. 
So Dubliners will be reminded of the 
mutability of human affairs.

CATHEDRAL BAN ON, ELGAR'S 
WORK. 


A muscal sensation was created at Peter- 
borough yesterday when it was announced 
that the Dean of Peterborough, Dr. J. 4. 
Simpson, had ‘declined to allow Elgar’s “ The 
Dream of Gerontius ” to be performed in 
Peterborough Cathedral by the Peterborough 
Choral Union and Orchestral Society. 

Several years ago a censored version of the 
oratorio was permitted by Dean Page, but 
the late Mr. Gebvis Elwes—a member of a 
distinguished Roman Catholic fam ly—who 
was to have taken the principal part, de 
clined to sing, and his place was taken by 
Mr. John Coates, 

The Dean, in an interview yesterday, said: 
‘The Dean and Chapter have not been 
approached officially, I was approached 
quite privately, and said that I thought ' 1he 
Dream of Gerontius’ was. not suitable for 
performance in a Church of England 
cathedral. 

“I prefer not to discuss any reasons, but, 
yuite briefly, they are that ‘The Dream oí 
Gerontius’ is the work of a Roman Catholic, 
the music a composition of a Roman 
Catholic, and the theme supports a doctrine 
which the Church of England denies—that 
of the existence of Purgatory. : 

“H the performance of “The Dream 0. 
Gepontius’ were allowed in. an Anglican 
church, it would countenance a doctrine 
which the Church of England condemns. 
That would be just the same as‘if we went 
into a Roman Cathelic church and performed 
anyth ng which denied an important part of 
their belief.’’ 

“The Dream. of Gerontius’’ was written 
by Cardinal Newman in 1865.

HONOUR FOR FREE STATE 
STATISTICS DIRECTOR. 


Out of thirty-e:ght candidates for election 
to the International Institute of Statistics at 
the’ biennial meeting- of the Institute at 
Madrid this month, Mr. Stanley Lyon, 
Director of Statistics in the Statistics Depart- 
ment of the Irish Free State Department of 
Industry and Commerce, was returned at the 
head of the poll.

THE NEED OF WOMEN 
WORKERS.

A representative conference on women’s 
work in the Church, with special reference 
to the Church in Belfast, was held last even- 
sea 8 Dawson street, Dublin, 

‘he Bishop of Meath, who. presided, ex- 
plained that the meeting had nothing to do 
with the subject of the admission of women 
to — yr ver Synod. 

e rehdeacon of Dublin proposed— 
“That in view of the need for Fea 'geosc 
the spiritual life oí the Church, steps shoul 
be taken to secure greater co-operation of 
women in active service in our parishes.”' 
Íreland, he said, was divided politically, but 
the Church of Ireland was not divided, The 
South of Ireland Mission and the Trinity Col- 
lege Mission had done a great deal for Rel- 
fast, and the Dublin Committee of the Bel- 
fast Settlement had done d work in help- 
ing that splendid home in Belfast. It was 
huped that Church work through the women 
would be advanced in every parish in Ire- 
land, and especially in Belfast, where it was 
so much needed, In Dublin the difficulty of 
getting well-trained women was felt, and it 
was more difficult in Belfast, where Miss 
Hartford was doing invaluable work. What 
was wanted was an early organisation of all 
sorts of parochial activities, and it was im- 
portant that the work should be extended 
as soon as possible, and it was the women 
who would do that work most effectively. 

Miss Buchanan seconded the motion. She 
said that girls were not as ready now to 
come into the organisation as their elders

were when they were young, but if they 


were to be got in, they should be shown 
that it would be worth their while. 
The resolution was carried, 


MISSION IN BELFAST. 

The Bishop of Cashel moved—‘' That the 
Mission of the Church of Ireland in Belfast 
cannot be adequately fulfilled without an 
increase of women workers carefully trained 
in the principles and methods of evangelisa- 
tion required in industrial parishes.” The 
Bishop said that it was not more churches 
that were required in Belfast, but equipment 
and increased clerical staff. A great deal 
had been accomplished in Belfast within the 
last six or seven years. The Church’s most 
pressing need there was additional workers. 
He thought that five or six additional 
parochial clergy would be ample to meet the 
ease, but he would like to see two or three 
pon-parochial men workers at the disposal of 
the hishop, and he believed that they would 
he of incalculable value, in addi- 
tion to a staff of twelve trained 
women workers. He thought that an ap- 
peal ought to be made to the General Synod 
requesting that £10,000 be placed at the dis- 
posal of a committee to enable the work to 
be carried out thoroughly. In Belfast there 
was a Church population of about 140,000, 
most of whom were out of touch with the 
Church, and if Fascism and Communism were 
to be resisted their people in large cities must 
not be neglected. 

The Rev. Dr. White seconded the motion. 
The Church, he said, should make it easy 
for. girls to become women workers, and the 
main thing in their training should be the 
personal human touch. He was of opinion 
that £100 a year should be allowed them for 
their training, and afterwards that they 
should receive a fair salary. 

The resolution was passed. 

The Dean of Christ Church moved :—“ That 
the House of Rishops be respectfully invited 
to consider the foregoing resolutions, with 
special reference to the means by which 
adequate salaries may be secured for trained 
women workers in Belfast." 

Miss Hartford (Belfast Settlement) 
seconded the motion, which was agreed fo. 

On the suggestion of the Chairman, a 
small committee was appointed to wait on 
the House of Bishops with regard to the 
third resolution.

HELPING INDIA TO HELP 
ITSELF. 


Dr. Ethel Douglas, of the Lady Min: 
naird Hospital, Lucknow, was present at the 
annuál meeting of the Zenana Bible and 
Medical Mission, held yesterday in Dawson 
Hall, Dublin. 

Sir William Smyly, who presided, said 
that having read Miss Mayo’s terrible -book, 
“ Mother India,’’ he believed there could be 
no part in the world where missionary effort 
was more urgently required than in India. 

The Zenana Mission, he said, had heen 
working for upwards of 80 years, and was 
one of the oldest missionary societies. <A 
very large portion of the money which sup- 
ported the mission was contributed by India 
itself. ‘The Indian workers in the mission 
were increasing, that that was an important 
fact, as they could never hope to provide 
enough miss'onaries, even medical, out of the 
number of doctors who went out to India 
They must look to the Indian people them- 
selves for evangelists, and doctors and for 
the money. Theirs was not a sectarian 
society. It was worked by several denomina- 
tions. In these days they heard much about 
re-union of the Churches, and, of course, a 
be deal had been done in that directiop, 
ut in the missionary field re-union nad 
gone very much further than it had at 
home. He had been surprised to find in 
China how little the missionaries ssemed to 
care to what exact sect the other mis- 
sionaries belonged. i 

Mr. W. Houghton Fry, hon. treasurer, 
said in welcoming Dr. Ethel Douglas, -that 
it was five years since she had last visited 
them. He described additions and improve- 
ments made in the Lady Kinnaird Hospital 
at Lucknow since then, and said that the 
money ‘had been raised locally. The 1931 
report showed that in the Free State the 
a to the Mission were about £40 
ess. 

Dr, Ethel Douglas told of the work at the 
Lady Kinnaird Hospital. The daily average 
number of women attending the extern «e- 
partment ranged, she said, from 180 te 250, 
a most diverse assembly of women from 
every quarter of the United Provinces; they 
were very dirty, very poorly fed, very 
ignorant, and one ALAR huil they had got 
to ..ucknow. Women doctors were greatly 
needed. Purdon women could not be seen 
ty men «octors, and without women doctors 
they stood poor chance of proper medica! 
treatment. in her boupite! they always 
allowed a -patient to have one relative with 
her. ‘his concession did not add to the 
“order and cleanliness of the hospital, but 
it added to the comfort of the patient, who 
ES” would have been too Írightened to 
stav. 

Dr. Douglas concluded iy asking all pre 
sent, notwithstanding these difficult days, to 
remember the trinls of India and the needs of 
the mission.

MUSIC, — 


APPRECIATION OF 
MOZART. 


DUBLIN “CELEBRITY” 
CONCERT PLANS. 


F he should live to the age of one hundred 
| years, Jan Kubelik, the eminent. violinist 
(as the /rish Timea mentioned in a sub- 
leader on Monday) would wish to spend the 
last twelve years—he has other purposes till 
then—in listening to the music of Mozart. 
That Mozart should be the com r. 50 
chosen will not surprise those who have dwelt 
much in the realm of music. 

‘It is a cumous commentary on the subtle 
character of Mozart’s creations,’’ wrote Sir 
Charles Stanford, ‘‘that almost every music 
lover only reaches the point of adequate ap- 
preciation of his work when judgment has 
become matured. When one is a child he 
speaks as a child; but when one is old he 
puts away childish things; or, rather, what 
he once imagined to be childish turns out to 


be mature. His simplicity of expression is 
so perfect that it gains with repetition. Jt 
is not the simplicity of a superficial or vapid 
mind, but the natural expression of a highly 
trained, and deeply sensitive one.’’ 


THE TIME FACTOR. 

On the same point another critic, Cecil 
Gray, has written :—‘‘ While there is no 
music which seems to the undeveloped mind 
so direct and obvious, even to the point of 
triteness, there is, nevertheless, a degree of 
power and subtlety behind the transparent 
surface qualities that we only come to ap- 
preciate after a jung time. Indeed, it náid 
almost, seem that an attitude of more or less 
contemptuous indifference towards Mozart 
is a necessary preliminary to the true ap- 
preciation of him.” ' 

Mr. Gray guotes Otto Jahn, the biographer 
of Mozart, to much the same effect :—'' We 
coincided in our experience that at a cer- 
tain stage of our mental development 
Mozart’s music seemed cold and unintellibigle 
to our restless spirits. Turning to him in 
later years, we were amazed alike at the 
wonderous wealth of his art and at our for- 
mer insensibility to it.’’ 

For a time, while Beethoven, Wagner and 
Richard Strauss (in his earlier phases) made 
intensity of expression seem to be the main 
object in music, composers less stressful 
were apt to get less than their due in per. 
formance. ichard Strauss himself, in his 
later devotion to the music of Mozart was one 
of the main factors in the movement towards 
a worthier standard of performance. 

At the present time a conductor would 
rather be praised for a sensitive presentation 
of a Mozart work than for a most heroic 
grappling with the appalling com- 
plexities of a Schénberg score, 
Bayreuth, where Wagner established his 
temple of music drama, is like to be dis- 
placed by Salzburg, the birthplace of Mozart, 
and a place of music-making, owning the 
influence of his serene spirit, as the Mecca 
of musical amateurs. 


“ CELEBRITY ” ARTISTS. 

Of the five ‘International Celebrity ” 
Concerts arranged for Dublin during the 
present season, one has taken place; but, as 
that one the McCormack concert) occurred 
at an unusually early date in the season, 
when, perhaps, many people had not thought 
seriously about winter plans, the promoters 
of these concerts have arranged to give the 
benefit of the series subscription to persons 
who intend to book for the remaining four. 

Among the artists yet to appear are 
Horowitz, a pianist with a growing reputa- 
tion; Florence Austral, Eva Turner and 
Joseph Hislop; Hubermann, whose art as a 
violinist excited admiration when he gave 
recitals in the Royal Dublin Society's series 
last winter, and Sir Thomas Beecham, with 
the London Philharmonic Orchestra, in a 
Wagner festival concert. 

Horowitz, whose recital will form the next 
of the “ Celebrity” concerts at the Theatre 
Royal, Dublin, on November Sth, came into 
prominence as a pianist of remarkable power 
in America. He is now on his first tour as 
a performer of “ celebrity quality on this 
side of the Atlantic, and Dublin pianists will 
be interested to form their own judgments 
upon him. 

Count McCormack, a warm admirer. of 
Horowitz, has been telling Dublin friends of 
the enthusiastic terms in which Rachmaninoff 
spoke to him of Horowitz when that artist 
was rehearsing Rachmaninoff’s third Piano- 
forte Concerto with the Philadelphia 
Symphony Orchestra. Interest in his recital 
would be sharpened, probably, if the more 
substantial items of his programme were 
announced, 

Particulars of the Dublin Philharmdnic 
Society’s provisional programmes for the six 
concerts to be given this winter—the first 
on November 26th—are available in leaflet 
form at the Theatre Royal, where, as usual, 
the concerts will take place on Saturday 
afternoons. The principals engaged for the 
“ Messiah ’* performance in December include 
Isobel Baillie, Amy Gibbings, Horace Stevens 
and Bruce Flegg—an impressive quartette,

(he Chairman said that it was easy to 
make suggestions to their engineers, but 
what did Mr. Everett suggest as regards the 
Lovernment ? 

Mr. J. J. Bourne sympathised with the 
laudable suggestion to relieve unemployment, 
hut he considered that road work was 
ioproductive, and, therefore, not a remunera- 

e means of employing men, or likely to 
benefit the country. He suggested that they 
should ask the Government to introduce a 
widespread scheme of afforestation. which 
would benefit the country, give much more

He urged 
the Board to confine its cohtracts to tested 
milk, and so give these dairymen, who had 
gone to considerable trouble and expense to 
get T.T, herds, some return for their trouble. 

The Chairman (Mr. P. J, Curran, T.D.) 

asked Mr. Daly did he suggest that he (Chair- 
man) and the other inhabitants of hal- 
briggan, where there was no tested herd, nad 
been drinking nothing but tubercular milk 
for the past fifty years, 
' Mr. Daly—No, but sixty té cent. of the 
cows in the country were tubercular, and it 
had been estimated that ninety-five per cent. 
of the ple affected with tuberculosis had 
been affected through milk. 

r. P. J. Fogarty, another member of the 
Board, said that the sooner the veteri- 
nary prefession held a conference, and 
discovered some substitute for milk, the 
better for the human race. They would

F ails.

| CLONMEL, Tyesday. 


HE recent Drangan shooting accident, in 
which Bridget Duggan, a young 
domestic servant, lost her life, was 
investigated at Clonmel to-day before Judge 
Sealy and a jury, when Denis Maher, Cahir, 
was charged with manslaughter. 
lt appeared that the girl was minding 
children in the home of Bernard Halloran, 
and the defendant was working about the 
place. Another workman, named O'Connor, 
who came to the house for a drink, found 
deferidant sweeping the place. He asked 
what he was doing, and defendant said: “I 
killed Biddy.'” Witness asked where she was, 
and Maher said that she was in the sitting- 
room. He looked into the room and saw 
Biddy in an armchair. Witness called Mr. 
Halloran, and going into the room they 
found that the girl was dead. 

A statement which was made by Maher at 
the inquest was read, in which he stated 
that) on the day in question, August 24, the 
family and the workman had gone out. 
Bridget Duggan called him into the room, 
and they began playing the piano. After- 
wards he came out, and she told him to put 
down potatoes. He said that it was too 
early. She took up a brush and threatened 
to strike him, He turned round and saw the 
master’s gun. He took it up and cocked the 
hammer and held it to his hip. She pre- 
tended to hit him with the brush and told 
him to put the gun away. He said that he 
would not. The trigger went off‘in his hand 
and she fell, He took her up and put her on the 
armchair, He bent down to look at her and saw 
that she was dead. O'Connor came in as he 
was sweeping the place. He had asked Bidd 
to go for a walk, and she said that she would, 
but not far. It was because of his not going 
out that she took up the brush. He did not 
know that the gun was loaded. 

After hearing medical and police evidence, 
the Judge said that it was a sad case, and 
there was no suggestion that the defendant did 
it purposely. The two were playing, bu: 
even if a person knew a gun was empty it 
was a wrong thing to do.

brunt of the economic situation to-day, 
when over 5,000 sheep, more than half the 
number offered, were left unsold. The fair 
was not as large as last year, and this is 
accounted for by the fact that many farmers 
who can afford to wait are holding over, 
while several others are killing their own 
sheep, and are doing a lively trade all over 
the area. 

Buying to-day was slow, although a good 
many buyers attended, but prices, which 
were two and three shillings a head lower 
than the September fair, notwithstanding the 
Government bounty, were disappointing. The 
prices for wethers ranged from 21s. to 35s. 
each; fat wethers and lambs, 9s, to 21s. 

At the September fair nearly all the sheep 
sold were despatched by motor lorry to their 
destination, but on this occasion, owing to 
the reductions in freights, almost all the 
purchases went by rail.

A strong wind make the task 
difficult, and the fire-fighters were engaged 
for several hours in the fight to save the 
dwellinghouse. 

During the fire a large stack of hay, which 
was built, within twelve feet of the dwelling- 
house, became ignited. The house was saved, 
but the large hayshed and its contents were 
destroyed, only the twisted ironwork remain- 
ing of the shed. Damage to the extent of 
several hundred pounds is estimated to have 
been caused.

Fruits of Ottawa. 


Yesterday the Imperial Parliament, 
meeting for the final stages of the session, 
discussed the topic which has made that 
session momentous. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer moved the first resolution 
that will give effect to the agreements 
reached at Ottawa, and Sir Herbert 
Samuel took the opportunity to explain 
the attitude of the “ free trade Liberals.”’ 
At Ottawa, in Mr. Neville Chamberlain's 
view, Britain took a step which will lead 
to increased trade within the Empire, to 
a new spirit of co-operation between 
Britain and the Dominions, and eventually 
to the revival of world prosperity. As the 
free trade Liberals see it, the result of 
Ottawa must be to raise prices in Great 
Britain, to provoke bickerings among the 
member States of the Commonwealth, and 
to dam the current of international trade. 
Sir Herbert Samuel’s attack was dictated 
by genuine anxiety, but the fact that diffi- 
culties lie in the path of inter-imperia! 
commerce affords no reason why the policy 
should not prove to be the salvation of 
Britain and the Empire. It is true that a 
certain amount of friction must be in- 
volved ; it is equally true that the British 
consumer must tolerate higher prices for 
some commodities. At the same time the 
advantages of the new agreements are so 
great and so manifold that, beside them, 
the Liberal objections cease to have the 


slightest weight. 

The early apostles of imperial free 
trade dismissed all obstacles with a flick 
of the fingers. What, said they, is to 
prevent the removal of all trade barriers 
between the various parts of the Empire, 
and the fabrication of impenetrable bar- 
riers against all other countries?) Unfor- 
tunately, modern commerce is too complex 
a thing for such hasty handling. Ottawa 
did not go very far towards the realising of 
the imperial ideal, but it went, at least, as 
far as experts had anticipated. Canada and 
Australia will cease to bolster up their un- 
economic industries, and will give British 
Manufacturers a chance in their markets. 
For the first time India has consented to 
give preference to British goods, and New 
Zealand will reduce all her existing 
tariffs against them. South Africa offers 
preferences. In return, Britain has 
agreed to impose duties on large classes 
of goods frum foreign sources, thereby en- 
suring a greatly expanded market for the 
produce of the Dominions. It is a dan- 
gerous thing to make promises that must 
be kept for five years; yet that is the 
provisional duration of the present agree- 
ments, and for five years the members of 
the Commonwealth must prosper at the 
expense of other countries. Unless Sir 
Herbert Samuel is an unexpectedly true 
prophet, the end of the term will have 
seen the principle of imperial trade 
firmly established, and a basis will have 
been laid for the further strengthening of 
the bond. | ; 
There are many signs already that the 
nations outside the British Empire are 
anxious concerning the effect of Ottawa on 
their own commerce. Great Britain has 
warned Russia that after six months—the 
accepted period of notice in such matters 
—she must cease to expect “ most favoured 
nation ’’ treatment; and South Africa 
has taken a similar course with Germany. 
If the Free State had claimed her 
proper position at Ottawa, she would be 
preparing to meet new and more fayour- 
able conditions to-day. Instead, as present 
appearances go, she will find herself in the 
place of a foreign nation, cast outside the 
imperial pale, and concerned with the re- 
sults of Ottawa only in so far as they will 
build a barrier to her further prosperity. 
For years past the Free State farmer has 
maintained his place on the British market 
against the increasing competition of 
Australian, New Zealand, Canadian, 
Argentinian and Danish exporters. Now 
the farmers of Australia, Canada and New 
Zealand have secured paramount prefer- 
ences on the British market. The Free 
State is reduced to the position of Denmark 
and Argentina—with the difference that, 
whereas those countries are ready to make 
any concessions to retain a foothold on the 
British market, the Free State has done 
her very best to lose it. Britain cannot 
exist on the food supplies that come to her 
from Australia, Canada and New Zealand. 
She must take something from other 
countries to fill her needs. Can we expect 
now that she will choose the Free State as 
her provider ? 


Dangers of Milk. 
At the Balrothery Board of Assistance 
yesterday attention was called once more 
to the dangers of tubercular milk. Mr. 
F. J. Daly, Veterinary Inspector 
North County Dublin, urged the Board

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infections, and ninety-five per cent. oí the 


tainted milk, For many years the Irish 
| medical profession has been waging a war 

against tubercular ‘milk. Although 
substantial progress has been made, much 
remains to be done, and the hands of the 
doctors will be tied until the mass of the 
people is educated in the knowledge that 
tainted milk is rank poison. Many of our 
people in Ireland still are in a state of 
lamentable ignorance in respect of 
ordinary hygiene. They allow their 
children to drink large quantities of milk 
that is utterly unfit for human con- 
sumption. Tuberculosis is a preventable 
disease. The advances that have been 
made daring the last twenty-five years. in 
Ireland encourage the hope that evcntual'y 
it will be abolished completely; but, so 
long as the people refuse to co-operate with 
the medical men, progress will be com- 
paratively slow. Small-pox has been 
eliminated as a result of vaccination, and 
tuberculosis can be reduced to unimportant 
proportions if the use of bad milk is 
brought to an end, Mr. Daly is doing 
a public service when he insists that only 
tested milk shall be supplied to the 
children of the poor. Farmers who 
have stocked their farms with “ T.T.” 
herds ought to be encouraged, and the 
Government ought to use every means in 
its power to stamp out tubercular cows. 
In the City of Dublin many of the dairies 
supply properly tested milk, but the con- 
dition of affairs in the country towns and 
the rural ateas leaves much to be desired. 
Country-folk are inclined to regard 
advocates of pure milk as cranks, and to 
reject their ‘‘ new-fangled ” ideas with a 
certain measure of contempt. It is 
difficult to persuade the average farmer 
that his milk is impure, however careful 
he may be in its preparation for the 
market. Much patience will be neces- 
sary, but no trouble must be spared. 
Tuberculosis no longer must be regarded 
as a divine. visitation, against which 
nothing. can be done, when in most cases 
it springs from no more mysterious cause 
than infected milk. We hope that the 
medical profession will not relax its efforts 
to eradicate this evil. No question of 
expense ought to be allowed to stand in 
the way ; for money saved in the purchase 
of imptre milk is no economy. 


Motor Car Insurance. 


Motorists throughout the British Isles 
will welcome the news that the big insur- 
ance companies have agreed upon a change 
in motor insurance rates, and that the 
new scale will come into force at the end 
of next month. Details of the changes 
have not yet been published, but it is 
believed that premiums in respect of com- 
mercial vehicles will be reduced. There will 
be.a distinction between cars that are used 
entirely for pleasure and those that are 
required for business purposes, and the 
rates on motor-cycles will be raised. From 
the point. of view of the ordinary owner- 
driver, ‘however, the most interesting 
feature of the new scheme will be its pro- 
posals in regard to “ no claim bonuses.”’ 
Apparently, if no claim has been made at 
the end of the first year, the insured 
person will be entitled to a bonus of ten 
per cent, At the end of the second year he 
will get a bonus of fifteen per cent., and on 
all subsequent renewals he will get a bonus 
of twenty per cent. Hitherto the careful 
driver has suffered in comparison with his 
more reckless fellow, with the result that 
many drivers have neglected to insure 
themselves. Under the new system there 
will be an additional inducement to insure, 
and we may hope that henceforward the 
number of non-insured motorists will 
dwindle rapidly. Insurance ought to be 
compulsory ; but there is no doubt that the 
person who never makes a claim under 
the existing system has a distinct griev- 
ance. By the placing of a premium. on 
careful driving the insurance companies 
will be doing a great service to the general 
public; for the number of road accidents 
is increasing at an alarming rate. The 
reduced rates will be a particular boon to 
the Free State motorist, whose financial 
burden is substantially larger than that 
of motorists in Britain or Northern 
Ireland. He must pay an exorbitant im- 
port duty on his motor car, and his petrol 
costs are abnormally high. He will be 
grateful, therefore, to the insurance com- 
panies for the relief which they propose to 
grant him. In these hard times every 
little helps.

The Grateful Heart. 


The “Lion Sermon,’’ which . was | 
preached on Monday in the Church of St. 
Katherine Cree, Leadenhall street, 
London, was not inspired by the modern 
cult of kindness to animals. In fact, the 
sermon-—preached by the Provost of 
Chelmsford Cathedral—was the 283rd of 
the series. Through nearly three centuries 
it has been preached in memory of Sir 
John Gayer, Lord Mayor of London in 
1647, who left £200 to the parish as a mark 
of gratitude for his escape Írom a lion in 
a Turkish desert when he had been cut off 
from his caravan. Here surely is matter 
for admiration. We must admiré at once 
the stability of the great City of London 
and the piety which keeps her past in such 
careful honour. We must admire also 
that old citizen's practical gratitude for 
his Maker's benefits. The circumstances 
which mislaid a seventeenth century 
citizen of London in a Turkish desert 
are unknown to us, though, no doubt, 
they are recorded in the archives of 
St. Katherine Cree's Parish, We may 
assume that Sir John Gayer was one 
of those merchant “ adventurers ” whose 
travels advanced British commerce in days 
when all travel was perilous. He had 
proved his courage in places of which the 
maps said—truly, as he discovered —‘‘Here 
be lions ’’; and a Lord Mayor of London 
needed courage during the wars between 
King and Parliament. It is his act of 
gratitude, however, that -reveals his 
character most clearly.

The Corporation 
of Coburg has sent a silver lamp, and the 
town of Neustadt, famous for its toy factories, 
has given a cradle with a double bottom, in 
which has been placed earth from Coburg in 
order that the children of the Princess may 
first sleep upon soil of their motherland. 

All the towns and villages of the Duchy 
have sent gifts to Princess Sibylla, who is 
most popular with her subjects. She has 
received countless small presents of hand- 
work, among which is a tablecloth worked 
by all the schoolgirls of Coburg. 


FIFTY ROYAL GUESTS. 

Nearly fifty Royal guests from all parts of 
Europe will be present at the wedding.

NEMPLOYED from all rte of

demonstration yesterday to protest against 
the means test.

at County Hall, Westminster, where the 
London Cointity Council was sitting; but 
the police, some of whose leave had been 
cancelled, prevented the demonstration, 
and the various contingents were broken 
up.

Eventually they were 
seen by some members of the Council, and 
it was agreed that a deputation should be 
received on Monday. 

In the meantime the various contingents 
had attempted to converge on St. George's 
Circus, and there were skirmishes with 
the police at various points, the police in 
some cases finding it necessary to draw 
their truncheons. 


PEOPLE TRAMPLED ON. 


Mounted police made several charges 
with drawn batons in St. George's Circus, 
Sonthwark, after police who had been in 
hiding had failed to keep the demonstrators 
and onlookers on the move. 

The mounted officers charged on the 
pavements, and in the rush several people 
were either knocked down or fell in their 
hurry to escape, and were trampled upon 
by the crowd, 

A Press photographer had his camera 
smashed. A number of men were detained 
by the police. 

Large crowds waited around the County 
Hall, and several times they were dis- 
persed by mounted police. In Westminster 
Bridge road, while the police were so 
engaged, several people were knocked 
over. 

In the County Hall itself dozens of 

licemen were stationed in rooms over- 

ooking Westminster Bridge road. 


THIRTY-TWO ARRESTS. 


In Boniface street, off Westminster 
Bridge road, the police came into conflict 
with the crowd. Mounted police dashed 
into the street and a number of the crowd 
went into houses, from which they threw 
missiles at the police. 

Mounted police dispersed the crowd, but 
one of the uniformed men was struck on 
the head, it is believed with a bottle, and 
was taken away in a police car. Sergeant 
Houton, a member of the special con- 
stabulary, was taken to St. Thomas’s 
Hospital with head injuries, but was able 
to leave after treatment.

Would they result in 
a better understanding between the com- 
ponent parts of the Empire, secure greater 
co operation and improve trade and 
security? There conld only be one 
possible answer to a question of that kind. 
The resolutions passed at the Ottawa Con- 
ference struck a note of hope and con- 
fidence. India, for example, had, for the 
first time, recognised the principle of 
Imperial preference, and under the new 
arrangement, subject to ratification, she 
would give Great Britain preferences 
covering no less than 25 per cent. of her 
imports. Canada and Australia, the most 
industrialised of all our Dominions, had 
for some time been fostering their own 
industries by a policy of high protection, 
against not only foreign countries, but 
against the competition of manufacturers 
in this country. They had decided that 
in future they would not protect un- 
economic industries, but would so adjust 
their system of tariffs that British manu- 
facturers should have a fair competitive 
chance 

A further point was that commercial 
relations with foreign countries should not 
be allowed to interfere with Common- 
wealth preferences. We had already taken 
steps to fulfil that agreement by our 
‘enunciations of our trade agreement with 
wussia—(cheers)—and the South African 
Union had taken steps to free themselves 
their obligation under the South 
African-German Treaty.

“THE FRUITLESS

Replies in both Houses of Parliament 


yesterday sufficiently explained the re-, 


grettable failure of the latest negotiations 
with the Irish Free State, remarks The 
Times editorially. Yet they must have 
left many listeners wondering why these 
conversations lasted so long as they did, 
and, still more, why they were ever begun. 
Mr. de Valera seems to have abated 
nothing of his old familiar claim to have 
it both ways in the matter of arbitration— 
to enjoy the advantages of association with 
the other self-governing States of the 
Commonwealth, and at the same time to 
accept. none of the responsibilities of 
membership. He had already extended 
the dispute over the land annuities by 
repudiating other obligations, such, for 


instance, as the payment of pensions and | 


the refunding of local loans made by 
British Governments and of British grants 
for public works. He now pr ed to 
defend his repudiation of the agreements 
pledging the Government of the Free State 
to make these payments not only by the 
disingenuous argument that the Dail had 
not ratified the Anglo-Irish settlement of 
1926 and by the invocation of the Act of 
1920, which his own people summarily re- 
jected, but also by an appeal to history, 
from Queen Elizabeth’s days to 1931. He 
and his fellow-delegates, in fact, demanded 
an entirely new settlement of all outstand- 
ing Anglo-Irish financial questions, and in 
this connection they pat forward counter- 
claims, which Mr. Thomas placed in the 
region of £400,000,000. These they appear 
to have supported by copious references to 
the confiscations of the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries, to the disputable 
findings of the Childers Commission in 
1896, and to matters that had arisen since 
the Treaty, such as an unspecified loss, 
said to have been due to the British de- 
parture from the gold standard. 

In these circumstances the discussions 
were doomed to shipwreck. Mr. de Valera 
had clearly no intention of altering his 
course or of jettisoning his cargo of 
ancient fiscal grievances. That the 
negotiations took two days to founder 
says much for the patience of the British 
delegates, but their failure has, at least. 
given clear evidence that further official

With regard to new 
tariffs, an examination of the list of 
Free State imports shows that very few 
commodities which might be taxed re- 
main untariffed. 

It is thought that Mr. de Valera will 
definitely announce his decision regard- 
ing the future of the land annuities. now 
held in suspense account, and indicate’ 
whether he has any views with regard 
to further approaches to the British 
Government. In the absence of such 
he will, no doubt, outline a policy for 
the future.

PROTEST.

NEMPLOYED from all rts of 

London attempted to hold a mass 

demonstration yesterday to protest against 
the means test. 

They had planned to go last night 
within sight of the Houses of Parliament, 
at County Hall, Westminster, where the 
London County Council was sitting; but 
the police, some of whose leave had been 


and the various contingents were broken 
up. 
a deputation reached the County Hall, 
although it had been intimated that the 
procedure of the Council did. not allow 
them to be received. Eventually they were 
seen by some members of the Council, and 
it was agreed that a deputation should be 


received on Monday. 


In the meantime the various contingents 
had attempted to converge on St. George’s 
Circus, and there were skirmishes with 
the police at various points, the police in 
some cases finding it necessary to draw 
their truncheons, 


PEOPLE TRAMPLED ON. 


Mounted police made several charges 

with drawn batons in St. George’s Circus, 
Sonthwark, after police who had been in 
hiding had failed to keep the demonstrators 
and onlookers on the move. 
The mounted officers charged on the 
pavements, and in the rush several people 
were either knocked down or fell in their 
hurry to escape, and were trampled upon 
by the crowd, 

A Press photographer had his camera 
smashed, A number of men were detained 
by the police. 

Large crowds waited around the County 
Hall, and several times they were dis- 
persed by mounted police. In Westminster 
Bridge road, while the police were só 
engaged, several people were knocked 
over. . 

In the County Hall itself dozens of 
“pc pre were stationed in rooms over- 
ooking Westminster Bridge road. 


THIRTY-TWO ARRESTS. 


In Boniface street, off Westminster 
Bridge road, the police came into conflict 
with the crowd. Mounted police dashed 
into the street and a number of the crowd 
went into houses, from which they threw 
missiles at the police. 

Mounted police dispersed the crowd, but 
one of the uniformed men was struck on 
the head, it is believed. with a bottle, and 
was taken away in a police car. Sergeant 
Houton, a member of the special con- 
stabulary, was taken to St. Thomas’s 
Hospital with head injuries, but was able 
to leave after treatment. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock most of the 
police, who had been drafted into the 
Westminster and South London divisions, 
were withdrawn, the demonstrators have 
made their way towards their homes, 

Thirty-two arrests had been made. 

Keports received from various parts of 
London, which reached Scotland Yard, 
show that about 5,000 unemployed were 
concerned in the demonstration, consist- 
ing of five processions varying in strength 
from 400 to 700 men. 

In repelling the crowd one inspector and 
one police constable were rea 

It is believed that a number of civilians 


i were hurt, and these on their own accord 


went to St. Thomas’s Hospital for treat- 
ment. 

A shop in Lower Marsh road, off West- 
minster Bridge road, where the windows 
were broken, was looted.

CLEARING THE STREETS, 


Police continued to tour the area round 
Westminster Bridge road late last night. 
At eleven o’clock the crowds had not dis- 
persed and the police were endeavouring 
to clear the streets. ; 

A tour of Lower Marsh last night 

revealed that half-a-dozen shop windows 
had been broken with bricks, including 
those of a clothier, radio stores, chemist, 
confectioner, and outfitters. In one or 
two cases articles had been taken from the 
windows. 
* Nearing midnight most of the crowd in 
Lower Marsh had dispersed. Eight people 
were treated at St. Thomas’s Hospital, 
including Police-Sergeant Houghton and 
P.C. Turnbull.

‘ This will indicate the points raised by 
the Irish Free State representatives and 
our replies thereto. 

** The House will expect a brief account 
of the circumstances which led to the 


negotiations and of the issues discussed. 
Prior to the meetings of last week, the 
position was that we had offered either 
erbitration on the validity of the Irish 
Free State’s obligation to the United 
Kingdom exchequer or direct negotiations 
providing that there was a prospect of 
finality. Mr. de Valera agreed to negotia- 
tions on this basis. : 

“The negotiations were directed to the 
financial matters outstanding. 


HISTORICAL, TECHNICAL 
AND LEGAL. 


“ The case of the Irish Free State dele- 
gation was presented from the historical, 
technical and legal int of view— 
(laughter)—and was Rivacted to three 
main issues— 

‘* Firstly, they denied the validity 
of the agreements from which result 
the payments claimed by us to be due. 

‘* Secondly, they asserted that no 
ultimate financial settlement between 
the two countries was ever made. 

“ Thirdly, on this basis they claimed 
that a new settlement should now be 
made covering all financial matters 
between the two countries. 

‘‘ In this connection they put forward 
claims not only in respect oí pre-Treaty 
matters, such as the alleged over-taxation 
of Ireland since the Act of Union in 1801 
—(laughter)—to the extent of some 
hundreds of millions of pounds, but also 
in respect of matters arising since the 
Treaty, including an unspecified loss said 
to have been sustained by them in conse- 
quence of our departure from the gold 
standard last year. (Renewed laughter. ) 


FREE AND FRANK 
EXCHANGE. 
“There was a free and frank exchange 


to find that any new point so brought for- 
ward affected the validity of the agree- 
ments of 1923 and 1926. 

“Those agreements were, in our 
opinion, made in complete good faith, and 
have, in fact, been acted upon up to this 
year by both sides. ' 

‘ We again expressed our readiness for 
arbitrstion on the legal issue, but this Mr. 
de Valera was unable to accept, since he 
maintained his previous attitude towards 
an Empire Tribunal. 

“ Basing ourselves on the view that the 
agreements of 19235 and 1926 were m Je in 
complete good faith, and that the 1926 
agreement was intended and stated in 
terms to be the ultimate financial settle- 
ment, we obviously could not accept the 
claim of the Irish Free State that they 
were entitled to re-open that settlement, 
unless some manifest injustice was dis- 
closed in its terms. So far from that being 
the case the discussions confirmed our view 
that the settlement was advantageous to 
the Irish Free State. 


NEITHER LEGAL NOR 
MORAL BASIS. 


“ We expressed the view that there was 
neither a legal nor a moral basis for the 
Irish Free State claim in respect of over- 
taxation in the past, and we supported 
this view by illustration and argument. 
(Laughter.) Further, we made it clear 
that we could not accept for a moment the 
Irish Free State claims in respect of any 
matters arising subsequently to the Treaty 
and the agreements. i 

‘“* It became plain in these circumstances 
that the continuance of the discussions 
could serve no useful purpose. 

“I ought in fairness to add, on behalf 
of His Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom, that in agreeing to these 
negotiations we were actuated by a sincere 
desire to bring to an end this unhappy 
dispute ; but it was obvious from the two 
days’ discussions on Friday and Saturday 
last that the Irish Free State representa- 
tives had no intention of admitting either 
the validity or the justice of the previous 
agreements.”’

RAILWAY WAGONS AND 
RUBBER BOOTS. 


The British Treasury has made an Order 
which imposes additional duties on imported 
light railway wagons and rubber footwear, 
and amends the scope of the existing duty on 
split cane. The Order will come into opera- 
tion on Friday next. 

‘The Committee recommends that an addi- 
tional duty of 234 per cent.—making the total 
duty 554 per cent.—should be imposed on all 
wagons and parts thereof for use on rail- 


‘way not exceeding three feet in gauge. 


In regard to boots, bootees, shoes, over- 
shoes, slippers and sandals, made wholly or 
partly of rubber, balata or gutta percha— 
except where the outer part of the uppers, 
apart from the stitchings, fastenings or orna. 
ments, is made entirely of Jeather, or leather 
and elastic—the Committee recommends a 
specific duty, in addition to the existing 20 
per cent., of 3d. per pair, when made to cover 
the ankle, and of 2d. per pair in other cases. 

In the case of split cane, the Committee 
recommends that the additional duty of ten 
per cent. at present chargeable should be re- 
moved from such importations as are not 


further prepared than bleached.

The Circuit Judge, for the first time on 
record, counsel ventured to think, discovered 
that the doctrine of lost grant was applicable 
to the licence of a public-house, and pro- 
ceeded to make an order which simply stated 
that he reversed the order of the Court below. 
Counsel was informed that certificates of 
renewal had been issued this year without 
objection. That “ left him speechless.” 


VALIDITY OF CERTIFICATES. 


Mr. Finlay said that the certificates were 
issued this year in every single one of these 
cases, the Guards stating that they had no 
instructions to object. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said that he would have 
no difficulty in showing that if the licences 
for the year before were bad, the licenses for 
this year were also bad. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—Then, surely, you 
must challenge the licences for this year. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said that when the Circuit 
Judge made his order the District Justice 
conceived that he was bound, as the result 
of that order, to issue the certificates.

DUNDALK, Tuesday. 


T the meeting of the Dundalk Harbour 
Board to-duy further consideration was 
given to the letter from the Free State 

Minister for Industry and Commerce that in 
future the differentiation in tonnage rates as 
between vessels coming from British ports 
and those from foreign ports should be dis- 
continued. 

The Board had before it several letters 
showing what action had been taken on the 
same matter by other ports in the Free State. 

Mr. Glendon said that his suggestion was 
that, as the tonnage on British vessels was 
Sid. per ton and on foreigners 1s, per ton, 
they should make a flat rate of 9d., and they 
would not be at any loss. He suggested that 
there should be a preference rate of 6d. on 
vessels registered in the Free State. 

Mr. Hughes said that it was up to them 
to support the Government in power, and 
he moved that they comply with the request 
of the Ministry and regularise the charges, 


THE IMPERIAL PREFERENCE. 


Mr. Patrick O’Connell said that it had been 
suggested that they should support the 
Government in the proposal to abolish a 
preference to British vessels. The Govern- 
ment themselves had not abolished the Im- 
perial preference on a good many duties, and 
if the Government were whole-hearted in this 
they should have a flat rate of duties on all 
imports. “They are still on the ditch,” said 
Mr. O'Connell, ‘‘and they do not know 
which side to go.” The Government's policy 
on this matter might not be a permanent one, 
and yet they wanted that Board to make a 
permanent order. At the moment many goods 
were coming into this country on which there 
was an Imperial preference. 

Several members stated that they would 
not be inclined to make any change in the 
rates at present in operation. 


AGAINST ANY INCREASE, 


Mr. Williams said that he was opposed to 
any increase in the rates, which were the rates 
which had been imposed at the peak times of 
the war. He was agreeable that foreigners 
should be allowed to carry coal and cement 
at the same rate as the British, but he was 
against any increase being im . 

The Chairman (Mr. T. F. McGahon) said 
that he was not agreeable to that. -If the 
traffic went, as it was likely to go; to foreign 

orts for some time to come, they would be 


j increasing the revenue of the Board by de- 


manding their present dues, and any increased 
receipts. could be usefully em loyed. He 
would like to take advantage of their foriegn 
rates, because he did not think that any 
change in the tonnage rates would make any 
difference to shipowners, importers, or even 
the consumers. As there was a resolution on 
the books fixing the tonnage rates, that re- 
solution could only be altered by notice of 


If that policy were carried out it would be 
to the great advantage of the country, 

Mr. Brett, a member of the deputation, 
rye out that many Irish industries which 
rad been fostered by tariffs were supporting 
road services, and that was a point which 
should be taken into consideration. 

Mr. O’Leary, another, member, said, with 
regard to the management or mismanagement 
of the railways, that he did not know 
sufficient about it to criticise it, and he did 
not think they would be in a position to get 
the information for a conference of the sort 
they were then holding. 

Mr. Little said he did not mean that 
members of the deputation should get the 
information; it was a matter for inquiry. 

Mr. Brett said their organisation was out 
to popularise the railways, and that could 
not be done by criticising the management. 

Mr. Little said he did not ask them to 
do that. The railways would be popularised 
if the management were carried out on 
economic and scientific lines, and by getting 
the company to buy in the cheapest market 
instead of the dearest.

Proposed Reopening of 
Armagh School, 


The Primate’s Appeal.

ARMAGH, Tuesday. 
O-DAY the Most Rev. Dr. D'Arcy, 
T Primate of All-Ireland, and Canon 
Moran appeared as a deputation 
before Armagh Regional Committee (Mr. J. 
Harland, 7.E., presiding) to advocate the 
re-opening of Drelincourt School, Navan 
street, , nll as a baby school for 
children not exceeding seven years. 

The Primate said that Drelincourt School, 
which served a very useful purpose, had 
been closed since the opening of the 
Armstrong School, under the Regional Com- 
mittee.  Drelincourt School was over two 
hundred years old. It was of the greatest 
benefit to the poor people in the district. 
The closing of the school had proved a great 
blow to the very poor. The result of the 
closing was that the Governors of the school 
were precluded from spending the Trust 
moneys “of the institution in charity for the 
poorer children. He had had an interview 
with a group of educational authorities in 
Belfast, and had suggested that Drelincourt 
School should be re-opened as a nursery 
school for very young children and as a 
feeder for the Armstrong School, which, he 
was glad to learn, was doing excellent work. 
This would, in addition, prevent such a 
thing as overcrowding in the Armstrong 
School. The re-opening of Drelincourt 
School would enable the Governors to make 
use for charitable purposes of the money 
now lying useless on their hands, and he 
asked the Committee to restore it as a baby 
school. For almost two hundred years a 
sum of £50 a year had been given to the 
poorer children for clothing, and last year 
this sum could not be expended owing to 
the school being closed, and the very useful 
endowment was lying useless on their hands. 

Canon Moran said that there was great 
distress among the poor of the city at the 
present time, and he strongly urged the Com- 
mittee to have Drelincourt abt gs 5 i 

Mr. Dawson, secretary of the Regional 
Committee, said that a scheme for the re- 
opening of the school had been under con- 
sideration of a sub-committee for some time 

st, and had been postponed and: refered 
back to the Finance and General Purposes 
Committee for further consideration. 

It was decided to request the sub- 
eammittee to push forward the matter of 
the re-opening of tlre school, and the Chair- 
man assured the Primate that his suggestion 
would receive most favourable consideration.
